Claims 12-23 remain pending in the above-referenced application and 
are submitted for the Examiner's reconsideration. Applicants note with appreciation 
the indication that claims 16-18 and 20-22 include allowable subject matter. 

Claims 12-15, 19, and 23 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as 
being anticipated by United States Patent No. 6,363,619 to Schirmer et al. 
("Schirmer")- In order to anticipate a claim, all of the limitations in the claim must be 
shown identically in a single reference. In this rejection, the Examiner does not state 
which portion of Schirmer teaches "an arrangement for compensating for a trajectory 
for a curvature travel along a curve." Moreover, the Examiner admits that Schirmer 
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
